Having faid 
thus much, by way of Proteft againft any Mifinter- 
pretation, I may proceed ; tho’ there has lately been 
a Convention. made with Spain, to extra&t fome Ar- 
ticles from former Treaties between that Nation and 
this, without being fufpected of any malevolent Al- 
lufion to the handy ‘Vork of our modern Herces, 
which is undoubtedly much more than a Patch, or 
Welt, upon the faid former Treaties. 


By the Treaty 1667 it is ftipulated, Article IV. 
That between the King of Great Britain and the 
King of Spain, and their refpeGtive People, Subjects 
and Inhabitants, as well upon Sea as upon Land and 
frefh Waters, in all and every their Kingdoms, 
Lands, Countries, Dominions, Confines, Territo- 
ries, Provinces, Hlands, Plantations, Cities, Villages, 
Towns, Ports, Rivers, Crecks, Rays, Streights and 
Currents, where hitherto Trade and Commerce 
hath been aecuftomed, there {h.|i ve Free Trade and 
Commerce, in fuch Way and Manner, that, with- 
out fale Conduét and without general or particular 
Licence, the People and Subjects of each other may 
freely, as well by Land as vy Sea and frefh Waters, 
navigate and go :nto their jaid Countries, Kingdoms, 
Dominions, and al! the Cities, Ports, Currents, Bays, 
Diftri&s, and other Places thereof; and may enter 
inte any Port with their Ship, laden or empty, Car- 
riage or Carriages wherein to bring their Mer- 
chandize, and there buy and fell what and how 
much they pleafe; and alfo, at juft and reafonable 
Rates, provide themfelves with Provifions and other 
neceflary Things ior their Subfiftence and Voyage ; 
and alfo may repair their Ships and Carriages, and 
from thence again freely depart with their Ships, 
Carriages, Goods, Merchandize and Eftate, and re- 
turn to their own Countries, or to fuch other Places 
as they fhall think fit, without any Moleftation or 
Impediment, fo that they pay the Duties and Cuf- 
toms which fhall be due, and faving to either Side 
the Laws and Ordinance of their Country. 


Art. VII. That it thall be lawful for the Subjects 
of the King of Great Britain to bring out and carry 
into Spain, and all or any Lands and Dominions of 
the King of Spaix, where heretofore they have ufed 
Trade and Commerce, and trade there with all kind 
of Merchandize, Cloths, Manufactures and Things 
of the Kingdom of Great Britain, and the Manu- 
faS&tures, Goods, Fruits and Kinds of the Iflands, 
Towns and Plantations~to ~him appertaining, and 


what fhall have been bought by Angi Faétors on 


this Side, or farther on the other Side of the Cape of 
Buena Efparanca, without being inforced to declare 
to whom or for what Price they fell their faid Mer- 
chandize and Provifions, or being molefted for the 
Errors of the Mafters of the Ships, or others, in the 
Entry of the Goods ; and at their Pleafure to return 
again out of the Dominions of the King of Spain, 
with all or any Goods, Eftates and Merchandize, to 
any of the Territogies, .Iflands, Dominions and 
Countries of the King of England, or to any other 
Place, paying the Rights and Tributes, and the reft 
of all their Lading which is. not brought to Land, 
they may detain, keep and carry away in their faid 
Ship or Ships, Veffel or Veflels again, without pay- 
ing any Right or Impofition whatfoever for it, as if 
therewith they had never been within any Bay or Port 
of the Catholic King. And all the Goods, Eftates, 
Merchandize, Ships or other Veflels, with any Things 
introduced into the Dominions or Places of the 
Crown of Great Britain as Prizes, and judged for 
fuch in the faid Dominions and Places, fhall be taken 
for Goods and Merchandize of Great Britain, com- 
prehended fo by the Intention of this Article. 


Art. X. That the Ships or any other Veflels that 
fhall belong to. the King of Great Britain, or bis 





Subjects, navigating into the King of Spain's Do- 
minions, or any of his Ports, fhall not be vifited by 
the Jtiges of Contraband, or by any other Officer 
or Perfon, by his own or by any other Authority ; 
nor fhall any Soldiers, armed Men, or other Officers 
or Perfons, be put on board any of the faid Ships or 
Veffels; nor fhall the Officers of the Cuftomhoufe 
of the one or the other Party, fearch in any Veflils 
or Ships belonging to the People of the one or the 
other, which {hall enter into their Regions, Domi- 
nions, or refpective Ports, until the faid Ships or 
Veffels are unladen, or until they have carried on 
Shore all the Lading and Merchandize which they 
declare they refolve to difembark in the {aid Port ; 
nor fhall the Captain, Mafter, or any other of the 
Company of the faid Ships be imprifoned, or they or 
their Boats detained on Shore ; but in the Interim, 
Officers of the Cuftomhoufe may be put on board 
the faid Veflels or Ships, fo they exceed not the Num- 
ber of Three for each Ship, to fee that no Goods 
or Merchandize be landed out of the faid Ships or 
Veflels, without paying fuch Duties as by thefe Ar- 
ticles either Party is obliged to pay ; which faid Offi- 
cers are to be without any Charge tw the Ship or 
Ships, Veflel or Veffels, their Commanders, Mari- 
ners, Company, Merchants, Factors, or Proprietors. 
And when it happens, that the Mafter or Owner of 
any Ship fhall declare the whole Lading of his faid 
Ship is to be difcharged in any Port, the Entry of 
the faid Lading fhall be made in the Cuftomhoufe, 
after the ufual Manner ; and if, after the Entry 
made, any other Goods be found in the faid Ship or 
Ships, more than what are contained in the faid En- 
try, Eight working Days fhall be allowed them oa 
which they may work, which fhall be reckoned from 
the Day they began to unlade, to the End that the 
concealed Goods may be entered, and the Confif- 
cation of them prevented : And.in cafe that in the 
Time limited, the Entry or Manifeftation of them 
fhall not have been made, then fuch particular Goods 
only, which fhall be found as aforefuid, though the 
Unlading be not finifhed, fhall be confifcated, and 
not any other; nor fhall other Trouble be given, 
or Punifhment inflifted on the Merchant or Owner 
of the Ship; and when the Ships or Veflels are re- 
laden, they may have Freedom to go out again. 


And by the Treaty of Peace and Commerce con- 
cluded at Utrecht in 1713, betwixt their Britannic 
and Catholic Majefties, it is agreed, Art. Xie. 
That the Catholic King doth furthermore hereby 
give and grant to her Britannic Majefly, and to the 
Company of her Subjeéts appointed for that Purpofe, 
as well the Subjects of Spar as all others being ex- 
cluded, the Contraé& for introducing Negroes into 
feveral Parts of the Dominions of his Catholic Ma- 
jefty in America, cammonly called, El Pafto de el 
Affienta de Negros, for the Space of Thirty Years 
fucceflively, beginning from the Firft Day of the 
Month of May in the Year 1713, with the fame 
Conditions on which the French enjoyed it, or at any 
Time might or ought to enjoy it, or at any Time 
might or ought to enjoy the fame together with a 
Tra& or Tracts of Land to be allotted by the faid 
Catholic King, and to be granted to the Company 
aforefaid, commonly called la Compania de el Aj- 
fiento, in fome convenient Place on the River of 


| Plata, no Duties or Revenues being payable by the 


Company on that Account during the Time of the 
abovementioned Contract, and no longer; and this 
Settlement of the faid Society, or thofe Tracts of 
Land, fhall be proper and fufficient for planting, 
fowing, and for feeding Cattle for the Subfiftence 
of thofe who are in the Serviee of the faid Company, 
and their Negroes: And that the faid Negroes may 
be there kept in Safety ’till they are fold; and more- 
over, that the Ships belonging to the faid Company, 
may come clofe to Land, and be fecure from any 
Danger, &c.
